The last L egislature attem pted to 
pass a hill m aking the rate o n this 
scho o l fund m o ney o f five per c e nt., 
hut the hill did no t pass, and the rat« * 
rem ains a t 6 per cent., and fo r th at 
reaso n the g reat dem and fo r scho o l 
fund m o ney is a th ing o f the past. 
The mo st disagreeable part abo ut the 
present co nditio n is, th a t this co unty 
is co m pelled to pay the S tate six i>er i 
cent, o n all the scho o l fund o n hand 
w hether lo aned o ut o r no t. 
A little 
figuring w ill disclo se th a t taking th at 
am o unt no w o n hand fo r a basis, Rusli 
co m ity pays the S tate tlie sum o f 
abo ut $ 475 sem i-annually fo r w hich it 
gets no thing in return. 
These co ndi­ 
tio ns co uld easily he changed by re ­ 
ducing the rate to five per cent., and 
the m atter w ill pro bably be taken up 
at the next sessio n o f the L egislature.

London, April 2.—The India office 
has issu ed long dispatches Bent by 
Col. You nghu sband, commanding the 
British mission to Thibet, throu gh 
Lord Cu rzon, viceroy of India, which 
confirm the story concerning the en­ 
gagement between British and Tibet­ 
ans near Gu ru Thu rsday. 
The dis­ 
patches add that a Lha3sa general 
fired the first shot, thereby inciting the 
Tibetans to attack, and show that bu t 
for the fact that the Tibetans were so 
hemmed in that they cou ld not u se 
their weapons, the British loss might 
have been mu ch more seriou s. 
L ater dispatches show that so little 
was the onslau ght expected that the 
British officers were eating sandwich­ 
es and adju sting cameras. 
Mr. Cand­ 
ler, correspondent of the Mail, was 
sitting u narmed writing. 
He had a 
narrow escape from death, receiving 
twelve wou nds. 
Col. You nghu sband 
and his staff were not far distant and 
also were wholly u narmed, and it is 
evident that bu t for the personal cou r­ 
age and presence of mind of Col. Mac­ 
Donald and his officers a terrible dis­ 
aster might have occu rred. 
The Tibetans displayed dogged fear­ 
lessness, apparently being incited by 
the smallness of the British force and 
ignorant of the effect of modern fire­ 
arms. 
The whole affair occu pied only ten 
minu tes and, even in the retreat, the 
Tibetans disdained to scatter and ru n, 
and marched solemnly in lines u nder 
a haii of fire.

Russia’s 
Feeling 
Regarding 
British 


Advances in Thibet. 
St. Petersbu rg, April 2.—Althou gh 
no official expression regarding the 
victory of the British expedition to Ti­ 
bet is obtainable, it is certain that 
the affair will not attract as mu ch 
attention as it wou ld before the ou t­ 
break of the war with Japan when 
Ru ssian interest in the resu lts of the 
expedition was very keen. 
The real 
pu rposes of the expedition were then 
viewed with the gravest su spicion, it 
being feared that a definite estim ate 
of British influ ence over the Grand 
Lam a of Lhassa, which was regarded 
as Great Britain’s object, wou ld be a 
severe blow to Ru ssian prestige both 
in Tibet and in China. 
The situ ation is now changed, be­ 
cau se Ru ssia’s hands are at present 
too fu ll to leave her free to act, even 
if so disposed, becau se there are now 
increasing indications that better re­ 
lations between Great Britain are in 
sight or. at least, there is an increasing 
desire for su ch relations by both cou n­ 
tries. 
Several 
leading 
newspapers 
have 
tu rned a somersau lt, notably the No- 
voe 
Vremya. 
Only 
yesterday 
the 
Novosti calmly discu ssed Great Brit­ 
ain’s long standing desire to obtain a 
protectorate over Tibet as being in a 
fair way to su cceed, declaring that 
neither Ru ssia nor China wou ld ob­ 
ject, while a special dispatch from a 
Paris correspondent of the Novoe Vre- 
mya said that an entente between 
Ru ssia and Great Britain wou ld be 
effected on the basis of a Ru ssian free 
hand in Manchu ria and a British free 
hand in Tibet. 
In best informed circles a definite 
rapprochem ent is regarded as prem a­ 
tu re at the present time, and, indeed, 
impossible while Great Britain's ally, 
Japan, is at war with Ru ssia. 
Never­ 
theless information indicates that King 
Edward is looking forward and clear­ 
ing the way for an entente which will 
settle the differences between the two 
cou ntries once war has been cleared 
from the political horizon. 
One of the best informed diplomats 
is bold enou gh to predict that the 
basis of settlem ent will inclu de giving 
Ru ssia, if victoriou s, what she wants 
in Manchu ria, the opening or neu tral­ 
ization of the Dardenelies and the ou t­ 
let to the Persian gu lf in retu rn for 
an absolu te gu arantee of Great Brit­ 
ain Indian frontier and of her predom­ 
inating influ ence in Tibet.

STATE NEWS. 


Indianapolis, April 2.— The efforts of 
the health authorities of the state, 
working with the 
medical societies 
and the physicians to stir up a senti­ 
ment among the citizens of the state 
for 
stamping 
out 
tuberculosis, 
are 
meeting with much success. 
From all 
over the state, Dr. Hurty, secretary of 
the state board of health, who has been 
leading in the battle against the great 
white plague, is receiving letters from 
editors, local 
medical 
societies and 
others saying that they are in full 
sympathy with the efforts of the state 
medical society, and urging that the 
next general assem bly be asked for 
an appropriation sufficient to construct 
a hospital for the care of sufferers. 
Dr. Hurty is now more hopeful that the 
men 
that are 
fighting consumption 
will get the necessary legislation than 
he has ever been since the state hos­ 
pital was first suggested. 
In Indiana, according to figures from 
the state board of health, 5 ,000 people 
die annually from tuberculosis. 
This 
means a great loss to the state, not 
to speak of the suffering that is caus­ 
ed by the disease, the homes that are 
broken up and the orphans that are 
left to the support of the state. 
The amount of the appropriation to 
be asked for and the site have not yet 
been decided. 
When the hospital is 
erected, it is the purpose of the health 
officers to take there all consumptives 
in the early stages that are not able 
to get open air treatment, and to let 
them live in the open air. do an amount 
of work beneficial to them and get 
the proper amount of sunlight. Science 
has demonstrated that about 8 0 per 
cent of the' cases of tuberculosis tha 
are diagnosed as such in their early 
stages are cured. 
The people cured in 
this hospital are expected to go forth 
as missionaries, to tell of the benefits 
of the open air treatment and to teach 
the people to live more outdoors.
